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THE NEGLECTED ART 

There is nothing, it seems, that the average student in a science degree 
course finds more boring - more tedious - than a book of poetry. At least he has 
to make this claim for fear of ruining his reputation, and being left by his fellow 
students, who have given him up as a lost cause, to flit about among the daffodils. 
What doesnH appear to have penetrated our oblivious skulls is the realization that 
there is a wide breach between good poetry and sentimentality, and that poetry 
does not ask for a particular type of mind. It is commonly felt that this art is 
open to a very select body of initiates, not to be indulged in by ordinary folk. 
The impression also prevails that poets themselves are a group of decidely queer 
individuals. Quite the contrary, a poet is a "man speaking to men" - a man 
who differs from other men only in degree - not in kind. 

For many of us, poetry is simply the rhymed and metrical expression 
of agreeable commonplaces which would sound much less "hammy" and would 
be much better understood if said in "plain, ordinary English". Here we are 
confusing poetry and verse. POETRY cannot be said just as well - cannot be 
said at all - in pros e! Like any art, it is the communication of some kind of 
significance which cannot bfe communicated in any other way. Furthermore, we 
can't appreciate it without working at it. One of the reasons why good poetry will 
never be as popular as good prose is because it demands more active co-operation 
on the reader's part, A great novel has many levels of meaning which can in 
some degree be seperated and appreciated each by itself, in poetry you can 
rarely isolate a surface meaning and read the poem for that meaning alone. 

One of our troubles to-day in appreciating this art is that we are perpetually 
reading, even if it is only text books, and as a result, words tend to convey their 
meaning through our eyes - not by their sounds but by their appearances. A large 
part of the appeal of poetry is a musical appeal - it should be heard, not seen. We 
must also allow it time for its sounds to tell, by reading it more slowly than prose. 

A common complaint about modern poetry is directed at its obscurity. We 
have to do"homework" in order to understand our contemporary poets. This of 
course shouldn't be necessary, but it is not the fault of the poet, but of his age. 
We don't seem to have any common background of beliefs to which he can refer, 
so each poet has to create his own and use these as a guide to his meaning: or 
else depend on private associations or personal reading, which makes for even 
greater confusion. 

It would seem that to enter this world of poetry takes considerable work 
and effort. There are few things, however, that deserve the effort more , or 
pay a higher reward. It is certain we'll never know how much we're missing if 
we don't at least give it a chance.

These are times when farm and city people need more than ever before i 
understand each other's problems and aspirations. As they become better 
acquainted personally, and as they observe each other's problems with mutual 
goodwill, then the answer to many vexing questions, questions which affect on. 
group or the other, or both, will be found. 

Kiwanis clubs throughout Canada and the United States have long realize, 
the need for such an understanding and through the medium of their Agricultur 
and Conservation Committees have found a means by which it can be met. 

By sponsoring various farm youth activities through 4H Clubs; encourag 
projects relating to farming and ranching; working with government agencies c 
the provincial and local level; encouraging interest and participation in soil, v; 
forest and wildlife conservation efforts; cooperating with safety programmes i 
lating to agriculture and conservation „ By such means do Kiwanis seek to car 
out their high principles of assistance towards good citizenship. 

Over the course of many years the Montreal Kiwanis Club has assisted 
students at *'Mac'* by means of bursaries, awarded through the Agriculture an 
Conservation Committee working in cooperation with the College. That these 
bursaries have been of valuable assistance has been shown many times. 

This year the Kiwanis decided to increase the scope of their work with t 
College and so the "Kiwanis Club of Montreal Student Loan Fund" was inaugur 
This fund is intended to provide through the medium of repaid loans a fund of i 
creasing size which will be of much greater assistance than would otherwise h 
possible, thereby putting the money to multiplied good use and more general t 

Of interest to "Mac" students might be the various Junior Cattle Judging 
Contests held in conjunction with the Ormstown, Huntingdon and Lachute Fairs 
Almost 700 boys and girls compete annually in these contests and cash prizes 
are awarded to the top 8 winners at each Fair in addition to cups and certifica 
It is hoped that by such means the standard of cattle judging can become more 
generally known and a greater interest taken in the merits of purebred cattle 
through these youthful contestants. 

In addition and working in cooperation with the local Agronomists, the 
Kiwanis award prizes to leading 4H Club members in 5 districts in this area. 
These youngsters are selected on the basis of their interest, effort and co- 
operation. It is hoped that by this means young people can be encouraged to 
follow the 4H precepts.

The first concert of the 1957-58 season was given by Roman Totenberg, 
ijiolinist, and his Ensemble, this consisting of two Violins, Viola, 'Cello, 
afpuble Bass, Piano, Flute and Clarinet. 

A group such as this was ideally suited, both in size and balance, for the 
ij^tisfactory performance of Chamber works, and it was, therefore, no small 
jfirprise to find violin concert! on the programme, these normally requiring a full 
jjXhestra for their proper interpretation. 

^ Technically speaking, the performance throughout was good, all the players 
^^idently being accomplished instrumentalists, but as a group there seemed to be 
^/mething lacking , that indefinable "X" characteristic which makes all the difference 
^tween a happy, integrated ensemble playing together for the love of music and 
^ .e another's company, and a group of musicians playing together to earn their 
ily bread. 

The programme was divided into two somewhat natural divisions, the first 
."^.If belonging to the late classical and romantic periods, and the second half con- 
sting principally of works by the modern French composers. Ravel and Saint-Saens. 

^ The first work was the Concerto in C Major by Haydn , in which Mr. Toten- 

rg was the soloist, accompanied by the piano and strings of the ensemble. This 
^^is a lightly scored work, and was mastered quited satisfactorily by the group. 
ht rather intricate timing in both first and last movements, when not conducted 
•- the soloist, was particularly commendable. In the second movement, a delighted 
^Hect was obtained, nomewhat reminiscent of a harpshichord continuo, by the 
^^stained chords on the piano, played in unison with pizzicato chords on the strings. 

The other major work in the first hald was well-loved Violin Concerto by 
i«endelssohn. This was a very ambitious choice for such a small number of 
I'-etruments , and as we feared, it was really too much. ^r. Totenberg demonstrated 
m skill to the full, the great Cadenze in the first movement, the rapid runs in the 
c(::st and third movements, the beautiful second movement, the difficult, octave 
i'i^uble- stopping, all were very well executed, but in the 'tutti*' sections the 
chestration was necessarily too thin and it sounded as though many instruments 
^re playing together, each one striving to be soloist, the clarinet stood out 
5 pecially harshly in this respect. 

j; Between these two works, there was a 'Cello solos - Scherzo by Lalo - played 

jji' Aaron Shapinsky, and a piece of so-called "Dinner Music'* by Paul Hindemith. 

After the interval came the Introduction and Allegro by Ravel for Piano, 
jtjjring Quartet, Flute and Clarinet. The original scoring being used, the Ensemble 

quite at home and gave an excellent performance. Two short violin solos 
l^^llowed and the advertised programme ended with the Introduction and Rondo 
jijipriccioso by Saint-Saens. Again the ensemble did well, mastering the technicalities 
^thout undue difficulty, and giving a lively interpretation. 
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A few encores followed. one was the Janmica Rumba by Arthur

All told, it can be said that the Totenberg Ensemble is a mature group 
of fine musicians under a most capable leader, and with a little more effort at 
playing to the audience, the performances given would be heart-warming and 
most memorable.

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ONE MAN'S OPINION 

" MAC IS A GLORIFIED HIGH SCHOOL . 

By name, it is referred to as Macdonald College, but in reality it is my 
opinion that this institution is but a glorified high school. There is evidence on 
every side which points to this conclusion. There are very few (if any) qualities 
in Mac which bear the flavour of a College or University. 

Let us first examine the students who undoubtedly are the greatest offender 
The apathy and complete barreness of constructive thought cannot be overempha- 
sized. It is my opinion that the average mentality of our students on this campus 
is no higher than Grade 10 in many of the high schools here and abroad. Let us 
explore and reveal some of the facts. 

The response shown to any intellectually inspiring extra-curricular act- 
ivities in the past has been the equivalent of zero. The Literary and Debating 
Society has struggled in the past to organize and maintain Debating and Drama 
Clubs. Any other attempts to form groups or clubs with constructive aims have 
been literally scoffed at by the Student body. Macdonald's participation in Inter- 
Varsity intellectual competitions (Debating etc.) has been close to nil. Conse- 
quently, the College is little known outside the fences that surround it. It is 
incredible to imagine a College in this modern age where politics is an unknown 
quantity. No mention is ever made of politics here, not even a sign of interest 
from the so-called "leaders cf tomorrow''. 

The students are not the only guilty ones. The adminstration has its 
failures also, although it might be argued that their short-comings are only a 
reflection of the student's attitude. The system of lectures which include 
Roll Call is, by and large, archaic. If students achieve the university level 
only to be spoon-fed by lecturers, then I say that the function of the university 
becomes obscure. The success of the student is arbitrarily measured by 
numerous little tests (equivalent to a TV quiz show) and the student's response 
is to do just enough to earn a pass. This is lamentable. In some courses, 
student exercise books are frequently examined - an act reminiscent of Grade 
4 days. Yet, this is called a College. Those who named it thus must have had 
a great sense of humour. 

The faculty, however, has diplomatically ignored this sorry situation by 
continually reminding us of our unique form of self-government This in 
essence is only used to cover up the juvenile methods of the lecture rooms. 
Certainly there is student government and several student organized activities 
to be proud of, but these burdens are shared by only a small minority. The 
mentality of this hand-full parallels that of any other like institution, but 
cannot raise the average of the student body en bloc above the high school 
level. Conclusion: Mac is nothing but a glorified high school.
